CRIME DETAILS 


His Arraignment Set 
for Monday. 


Troy, O., March 13.—(4)—The last 
words Frances Nesbitt uttered before 


she met death at the hands of her hus- 
band were, “O, Jake, don’t you still 
love me?” 

Jacob Nesbitt, former Ohio State 
football star, recalled that today as 
he sat in his cell in jail here facing 
a charge of first degree murder for 
the slaying of his pretty athletic wife 
in their home here Feb. 19. Other 
details, too, of the tussle preceding 
the murder became etched on his 
mind, as it cleared from the emotional 
stress of last night’s confession. 

Burned the Weapon. 

He recalled he struck his wife with 
a stick of fire wood, then burned it. 
That clears ‘up the mystery of the 
weapon used. 

He related details of the killing to 
Prosecutor L. E. Harvey, telling of 
them in a faint voice, his sunken eyes 
in a face seamed and lined with fa- 
tigue and emotion. : 

Nesbitt after three weeks of pro- 
claimed innocence, during which time 
he lent his efforts to officials and news- 
paper men in an effort to solve what 


To Arraign Him Monday. 

A formal charge of first degree mur- 
der was filed against Nesbitt today. 
He will be arraigned Monday. 

Nesbitt’s alleged confession and the 
preparations for raising the curtain 
on the second act of the weird tragedy 
shared interest as to what his defense 
will be. 

His attorney, L. H. Shipman, has as- 
serted he has made no plans, but 
Prosecuting Attorney Harvey was pre- 
pared to fight a plea of temporary in- 
sanity. Personal friends and medical 
advisers of the confessed wife slayer 
have injected their opinion that he was 
a victim of paranoia, a progressive 
form of insanity, resulting from a feel- 
ing of persecution. 

Nesbitt’s wife’s parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Drake, with whom he 
lived during the three weeks of in- 
vestigation that culminated in his con- 
feasion, were secluded in their home.

Tonight when a man, said to be the 
same robber, entered the little cigar 
store at 511 West Fifth~street, shortly 
after 6:30, his revolver forced the cigar 
clerk into the back room where a 
handbook was run. The robber com- 
manded fifteen men to “ stick ‘em up.’ 

Egan, Mortally Hurt, Fires. 

Fourteen stuck up their hands, but 
Egan reached for his gun. Shots from 
the stranger dropped Egan with bullets 
in chest, shoulder, and abdomen. 
Egan, dying, fired .two shots, which 
grazed the robber’s head but did no 
real harm. Two customers fell, shot 
by the robber. One of the wounded is 
BE. M. Buriam; 33, a steward at the 
Biltmore, who may die. 

The stranger threw away his re- 
volver and ran into the panic-stricken 


man's arms at Fifth and Olive streets. 
He gave his name as Allen McLain,

‘CONSCRIPTION OF MEN 
' AND MONEY. 


The Capper-Johnson bill in congress is a war mo 
bilization measure. It provides for the draft. It 
also provides that the government may determine 
what materia] resources, industrial organizations 
and services may be necessary in the emergency 
of war and that the President may exercise the con- 
trol through existing agencies or new agencies he 
may create. It also provides that the President 
may take such steps as may be necessary to sta- 
bilize prices of services and commodities needed by 
the government or by the civilian population. 

An agency for the control of the country in war 
could be the general staff if a President chose to 
use it. A President largely controlled by his mili- 
tary advisers probably would give the general staff 
this function. 

The needs of both the army and the civilian pop- 
ulation are embraced in the control authorized 
That would mean that virtually every activity in 
the country would be brought under a military 
communism. In such event the country would find 
that having trained mer: in peace to be soldiers, it 
hed them in war as civilian administrators. Head- 
quarters assignment has been the objective of of- 
ficers influential enough to obtain them. Combat 
assignments in the world war went to the men who 
had been civilians but who were trained for war 
after it had been entered. 

The control of resources and productivity at home 
would be the most attractive assignment which 
could be offered. It would offer authority without 
requiring qualification. 

In support of the bill there are many incongru- 
ous elements. The supporters range from extremes 
ef purpose. It provides what the pacifists regard 
as their most effective instriment, punishment of 
the wealth, resources, and industries of the coun- 
try if there should be a war. This is upon the 
theory that wealth causes wars, and if it were 
- threatened by instant conscription and nationaliza- 
tion, there would be no wars. The disregard of his- 
torical causes of modern wars in this theory is 
almost complete. ; 
There is another element of support which 
serves respect, although not for the reasoning 
which enters into the advocacy. Many of the 
American veterans of the war, represented in the 
American Legion, believe that the conscription of 
wealth and resources would be a just equalization 
ef civil to military experiences. They believe that 
wealth grew out of the war at home. . 

The disagreeable experiences of the soldier are 
contrasted with the protected experiences of the 
eivilian at home, if the war is in another country 
end the demand for compensation is a natural one. 
That wars shall not be profitable is a reasonable 
@emand. It seems to many veterans that the con- 
scription which takes the man shall also take the 
dolar, and it may be difficult to make headway 
against a doctrine seemingly so inherently just. 
What a country needs when it is engaged in the 
effort of a dangerous war is intensification of its 
productive effort at home, not a disturbance of it. 
It needs more of everything—more steel, more tex- 
tiles, more leather goods, more food, more lumber, 
more of everything which people consume in times 
of peace and vast quantities of supplies for which 
there is no demand in peace. 

The theory is that this can be conscripted. Under 
the best nationalized agencies in the world, we 
Goubt it. Doubt is not what we mean, but let it 
stand. Such attempts as the Wilson administra- 
tion made at it in the war gave the country harder 
blows than the enemy did in France and gave us 
all the bad effects of the war. American recovery 
was not from what the Germans did to the army 
in France but from what federal administrators in 
Washington 4id to the national structure at home. 

They disrupted the railroads, They 
the coal industry. They filled harbors with 
lees ships. ‘They produced the airplane beandal 
and no airplanes. They had foundries turning 
eut worthless guns and the army used French

larly in agriculture, trying to recover from the 
consequences of it. 

Out of it did come at last the proper stream of

ARE THERE THREE PARTIES 
IN THE SENATE? 


The Democrats in the senate obtained enough 
Republican aid to order an investigation of the 
tariff commission and also to provide how the 
investigating committee should be appointed by 
the Vice President—two Republicans, two Demo 
| scaaal and one “progressive Republican.” The 
administration Republicans tried to get that 
recognition of a Republican division out of the 
resolution, but ten Republican senators voted with 
the Democrats and the distinction stood. 

Vice President Dawes had to construe it. Some 


observers thought he might take -any one of the 
ten who voted with the Democrats. They included 
Borah of Idaho, Norris and Howell of Nebraska, 
Frazier and Nye of North Dakota, Johnson of 
California, and Brookhart of Iowa. The Vice Preai- 
dent selected La Follette of Wisconsin. 
| explained that he was the only senator. who 
‘had listed himself in the congressional directory 
les a “ progressive Republican” and therefore 
Dawes saved himself a lot of perplexity by taking 
labels as he found them. 

la Follette is a third party man. His father 
was a third party man and as such ran against 
Coolidge. In that presidential campaign the elder 
senator was not a Republican, had little in his 
platform that was not opposed to Republican 
doctrine and his main effort was to defeat Coolidge. 
The son stands where his father stood before him 
and if he is a Republican then Mr. Coolidge must 
be a Democrat or something else. 

He was Mr. Dawes’ choice, however, and the 
others who would assert that they are progressive 
and that they are progressives in the Republican 
party, were passed up to( give recognition to a 
third party man in committee assignment for an 
investigation which is to make political medicine 
for the campaign. The choice also definitely fixed 
the bias of the committee. You may be certain 
that the administration will not have an edge and 
it may get a raw deal. 

There are a number of under cover candidates 
for the Presidency and many of them are in the 
congressional buildings. They want to send trial 
horses against Mr. Coolidge to see what pace he 
can make and keep. They want to find out how 
good he is. If he is really running strong and 
takes ‘the hurdles, the number of candidacies will 


diminish. He will be tried out on the tariff road, 
in the corn fields, on the waterways, in the woods 
and on the city pavements. It will be seen what 
he can do carrying Mr. Mellon, prohibition, sugar 
duties, the corn and wheat crops, etc., and if he 
begins to tire the candidacies will increase. There 
are many gentlemen who admire the view from 
the White House. 

/ If his popularity remains and his stride keeps 
up the view from the White House will remain 
admirable, but all these gentlemen will be content 
to enjoy it from time to time as Mr. Coolidge’s 
friends and guests. 


OFFSIDE IN THE NAVY- 
ARMY GAME. 


Congressman Fred A. Britten has had to go to 
the trouble of mailing his constituents a denial 
that in getting the Army-Navy football game for 
Chicago he put a tax of $200,000 on the taxpayers 
Titus Haffa; a candidate for county assessor, 
started that report on its way and said the expendi- 
ture was for a “ meaningless spectacie.” Mr. Brit- 
ten replies that the expenses will be d by the 
people who see the game. The demand for tickets 
already shows the interest, and it is not likely that 
there will be many people hereabouts Nov; Pi to 
whom the spectacle in Michigan avenue and Sol 
diers’ field will be meaningless. 


FREEDOM OF THE PRESS. 


A judge in Hancock county, Mississippi, forbade 
local newspapers from publishing the testimony in 
a murder trial, on the ground that other pending 
cases depended on the same testimony. Publica- 
tion of the testimony, the judge declared, would 
make the selection of a fair and impartial jury for 
these later cases a difficult matter. 

In defiance of the court order, Hancock county 
newspapers have printed portions of the testimony. 
Thus, once more there is opened up the always 
fertile topic of the freedom of tho press and the 
rights of courts to maintain their dignity. 

Courts have, naturally, the right to defend their 
dignity from direct contempt, from offenses com- 
mitted in the courtroom or in its vicinity, but 
when the alleged contempt is of the nature which 
lawyers term constructive, committed at a dis 
tazice from the court and affecting the court in- 
Girectly, the right to hold in contempt is not so 
easily defined. 

To the great majority of people the administra- 
tion of justice is a closed book. Had they interest 
enough to open it and attempt to read its pages, 
they could scarcely learn a great deal. So im- 
mense and so intricate have the courts become in 
large cities that only constant trained attention 
can follow their activities. The press, providing 
such attentiveness, must represent the public and 
keep it informed. It must speak for the public 
and comment on what it believes requires public 
comment. . 

That the power of the courts to hold in con- 
tempt is a power not unattended by danger to 
individual liberty has long been recognized. For 
the court to sit as judge, prosecutor, and prose 
cuting witness gives it rights not enjoyed by any 
other branch of government. The chief executive 
of the United States has not such power. The 
decision of the United States Supreme court in 
October, 1924, which held constitutional that part 
of the Clayton act permitting a jury trial in cer- 
tain cases of contempt growing out of 
putes, points the way, we believe, to a leas auto- 
cratic method of upholding the fudicial power. 

It is, of course, to newspaper criticism concern- 
ing pending cases that the bench and bar have 
directed their chief objections. That they have 
had sufficient cause there is no doubt. That prb- 
Ucation of comment calculated to impede, em- 
barrass, or obstruct the administration of justice 
is proper ground for contempt is a legal axiom. 
In theory, and undoubtedly in many actual cases, 
the judges and the lawyers are right. 

They would be wholly right if justice were 
being uniformly administered. Unfortunately that 
is not the case, and they know it, and the 
knows it, and the public ought to know it.

The freedom of the press is the freedom of 
speech and opinion of the people, and it is not 
lightly to be curtailed through threats of con- 
‘tempt proceedings by any court in the land.

Since I do not know enough to hurt about 
worms, I sent the worm to Prof. Ward of the 
State university. The substance of this 
reply was that the specimen was commonly 
known as the hair worm, or hair enake, 6 
cousin of the cabbage snake, so-called. 

This worm is apt to get inte water sup- 
plies. It is harmless, though it makes no 
strong appeal to the esthetic sense. 

Being a poor pig doctor, that part of your 
letter about thumps in pigs went to Prof. 
Graham of the same inetitution. 

His reply wae that thumps in older hogs 
was generally a pneumonia due to exposure. 

Thumps in hogs weighing less than fifty 
pounds is generally due to round worme. 
A 50 pound hog can be wormed by giving 
him about 30 minims of oil of chenopodium 
dissolved in ome ounce of castor oil. The 
hog should be fasted for 24 hours before 
being treated. The oil is shot down the 
pig’s throat with a aringe.

ITALY’S HELPLESSNESS. 


Chicago, March 9.—Your sditorial on 
“Our Contribution to the Next War,” 
appearing in yesterday's CuicaGo TRIB- 
UNE, is, in my opinion, misleading and 
pernicious. P 
You seem to draw inferences from 
Premises that do not exist, so that your 
deductions are merely hypothetical. I 
wonder if you really have even glanced 
over the various reports on economic con- 
ditions in Italy issued from time to time 
by leading American institutions, such as 
the Institute of Economics at Washing- 
ton. 

You assume that Mussolini may decide 
to embark upon a war of conquest and 
in order to do so he may need to look for 
credits abroad. You further assume that 
if Italy’s credit is good (as a consequence 
of the ratification) Italy will find it easy 
to borrow, whereas if it is not good she 
will not be able to borrow and cons- 
quently she cannot wage a war and dis- 
turb’ the peace of Europe—which, inci- 
dentally, means the preservation of 
American prosperity. 

You seem to present your point very 
smoothly, but both of your premises are 


wrong. . 

In the first place, if you will take the 
trouble to look over the figures on Italy's 
economic conditions yoy will realize that 
Italy will not be able to wage a war—rnot 
even assisted by others—for the next one 
hundred years. Of course, we assume 
that Italy wants to wage a war—a pre 
posterous assumption indeed. It may 
suffice to state that whereas the stand- 
ing armies of the former allies have in- 
creased since 1915 Italy is the only coun- 
try on the allied side that has actually 
reduced her war appropriations. 

It is a well established fact that most 
of Italy’s national wealth was absorbed 
by the late war and that Italy has prac- 
tically no national resources to depend 
upon. 

Now, how can a country wage a war if 
she has no money? How will interna- 
tional bankers ever make a loan to her 
if she has no possibility of paying it 
back? 

Foreign investments are all guaranteed, 
one way or the other. Italy will not be in

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NEW YORK TELLS 
HOW IT HALTED 
SICILIAN TERROR 


Deportation Main Weapon 
Against Gangsters. 


New York, March 13.—[Special.J]— 
While Chicago is struggling to end 
the reign of terror from Sicilian gun- 
men and assassins, New York is rela- 
tively freed from violent crimmes among 


its large Italian population and has 
disbanded its secret Italian squad, ; 
formed fifteen years ago to combat the ; 
banditti. 

Exeept for an occasional killing in a 
bootieg feud or a stiletto battle over 
a girl, the police seldom are called on‘ 
to handle any crime that might = 
classified as peculiar to the Sicilian or 
Italian population, 

Ten years ago gang shootings in 
Little Italy on the lower east side and 
in the vicinity of the famous murder- | 
ers’ stable in the Italian quarter of 
Harlem were of almost daily occur- 
rence. Policemen were siain with reg- 
ularity and witnesses in important 
prosecutions either were so intimidated 
that they disappeared or, if that meth- 
od failed, gunmen put them out of the 
. way forever. 

Only One Serious Case. 

A survey of a day’s run of Italian 
arrests today disclosed more than a 
score of Italian prisoners, but in only 
one case was the charge serious and 
that was a violation of the immigra- 
tion law—the smuggling into America 
of a young Italian girl who was then 
offered to her relatives by the smug- 
giers for the sum of $300. The others 
were charged with theft, minor acts 
of banditry, and dry law violations. 

Capt. J. A. Lyons, chief of staff to 
Inspector Coughlin of the detective bu- 
reau, explained this difference in a few 
words: 

“Italian gunmen know that they! 
will be deported if they are arrested in 
New York if that is legally possible. 
And they know also that if deportation 
fails the prosecution will be pushed 
with all the resources at our command. 

“We have not had much trouble 
with cases of extortion, gang murders 
and intimidation of police or witnesses 
since 1918 when we broke up the band 
led by Loupo, ‘the wolf,’” he contin- 
ued. “ We sent ‘the wolf’ to Sing Sing 
along with half a dozen of his asso- 
ciates. 

Deportation Best Weapon. 
‘ “ When the laws made it possible for 
us to institute deportation proceedings 
—in 1924, I think—we began sending 
the name of every Italian arrested to 
the immigration authorities, with a 
request that ‘he be deported if it was 


bie. 

“ Deportation Became our mightiest 
weapon against alien criminals and 
we have never let down on that policy. 
The immigration authorities have co- 
operated to the best of their ability, 
and, while we have never kept any 
records of deportations, hundreds of 
Italian cfiminals have been sent out 
of the country during the last few 
years.” é, 

Capt. Lyons said that the police had 
to be hard boiled in dealing with alien 
outlaws and the attitude had won the 
respect, or at least the fear, of the 
criminals. The result was that thgy 
either changed their ways. or left the 
city. News dispatches, he said, from 
upstate points, and from Detroit and 
even Chicago, disclosed that some of 
these criminals had continued their 
careers in those cities. 

Try No Reprisals. 

The prohibition law, Capt. Lyons 
said, brought new problems, but, except 
for an occasional murder among the 
wealthy Malian bootleggers, it has 
made little difference in the police 
campaign against the alien gunmen. 
The bootleggers fight vigorously, with 
the best lawyers available, in the 
courts, but they make no effort to 
effect reprisals against arresting of- 
ficers. 

Capt. Lyons believes that rough and 
ready tactics on the part of the police, 
close codperation between arresting 
and prosecuting agencies, no bail for 
second offenders, and constant applica- 
tion of the deportation laws are respon- 
sible for the situation in New York 
today. The reduction in the Italian 
immigration quota from about 50,000 
a year to less than 5,000 a year also has

Viennese engineer, Gunther Icich, 
ere more important than the re- 
ports, made a few days ago, indicated. 

Instead of merely improving the 
storage battery, he says in an inter- 
view that he has succeeded in pro- 
@ucing electrical energy out of the 
“primary element,”’ without the use 
of @ynamos\or any other machinery. 
He asserts that he is now able to pro- 
duce outright from this “ primary ele 
ment” twelve times the current which 
i battery of the usual size and 
weight is able to transmit. 


Has not Reached Limit. 


Further experiments have convinced 
him that he has not reached the limit 
of the element's electrical capacity. 

“It has long been known that the 
production of an electric current is pos- 
gible as a reaction from the transfor- 
mation of chemical energies,’’ he said. 

“This direct production is quite dis- 
tinct from that of the storage battery, 
which generates by reversing the 
chemical reactions previously produced 

it by an electric current—thus 
holding the transmitting cur- 
rent produced elsewhere. . 

“The problem of non-machinery gen- 
eration has been to make it practica- 
ble. For years I have been mixing

LONDON, March 13.—Sweeping pro- 
posals for increasing and cheapening 
the country’s electricity supply are 
‘contained in the prime minister’s bill, 
just issued. 

The fo tion of electricity boards is 
planned. ese would supply elec- 
tricity to authorized distributors, but 
would not generate electricity. A com- 
mittee is to investigate the existing 
stutions to determine which ones will 
generate power for the board and to 
provide for a standardization of fre- 
quency where it is found necessary, as 
well as providing for an examination 
of the trunk lines between the selected 
stations and central distribution depot. 

In cases where owners refuse to 
enter into the arrangements the board 
will, be empowered to take over their 
stations at a price to be fixed by the 
board. 

When the scheme is perfected, the 
board will be empowered to construct 
new trunk Ii or made agreements to 
use the present ones.

High Speed Fails 
as Traffic Rule in 
Southern C ity 


Boom Town Changes Its 
Entire System to 
_ Stop Deaths. 
IAMI, Fia., March 13.—[Spe 


cial.}—After a year of the most 
violent and destructive motor 


traffic of any city in the United |. 


States, according to H. H. Arnold, tratf- 


fic director of Miami, a revision of rules 
has been decided upon and will go into 
effect immediately. 

Two outstanding reforms will mark 
the new regulations, and in them are 
contained elements which, the officials 
hope, will reduce the heavy volume of 
traffic accidents, which has been in- 
@reasing weekly for the last ten 

months. 

These are, first, a Gefinite regulation 
fixing the maximum speed of motor 
vehicles at corner intersections at ten 
miles an hour; second, a regulation pro- 
hibiting more than two average sized 
persons or more than three small per- 
sons from riding on the driver's seat. 
Stiff penalties for violation of both reg- 
ulations are being pee.

nold said, “that 73 per cent of the 
, motor accidents have occurred at street 
intersections and conclude that if we 
can control traffic at these locations we 
will reduce accidents materially.”

One prolific cauge o1 motor accidents 
the traffic department is unable to cope 
with. That is the driving of cars by in- 
toxicated persons. The city police made 
684 arrests for intoxication in Febru- 
ary, and more than half the number, it 
was said, was found in automobiles 
The. number of cars seized by the police 
for having intoxicating Hquor unlaw- 
fully aboard was 102. And traffic of- 
ficials said that in such cases it was 
almost invariable that the driver of the 
rum car was under the influence of 
liquor. 

The traffic in Miami, where the mo- 
tor cars number one to each two and 
a half of the population, has been 4 
serious problem. Last fall the traffic 
department established a policy of get- 
ting the lines through as fast as pos- 
sible, and hustled. motorists by hand 
signals up to as fast as 35 miles an 
hour in downtown Miami.

Motor Troubles 
May Fade Before 
Steam Cooling 


PPARENTLY the time is not far 

off when engine cooling troubles 

- will be greatly reduced and it 

will not be necessary to protect 

the radiator in cold weather nor to stop 

after a long uphill grind to let the 

engine cool down. This will be accom- 

plished by constant temperature or 

steam cooling, as explained and demon- 

strated in an address at the annual 

meeting of the Society of Automotive 

Engineers by A. G. Herreshoff of the 
Rushmore laboratory. 

The purpose of engine cooling is to 
keep the cylinders as near as possible 
to the best operating temperature by 
the removal of excess heat due to com- 
bustion of the fuel. 

Tests to determine the effect of dif- 
ferent water jacket temperatures on 
engine power, fuel consumption, and 
crank case oil dilution indicate that a 
temperature of 212 degrees or slightly 
more is desirable. 

The simplest natural means of ac- 
combplishing the purpose is by the use 
of boiling water, whose temperature 
remains constant at 212 degrees. The 
advantages of maintaining this water 
jacket temperature under all condi-

There are seven mounts fn the hand. 
The first, or Mount of Venus, is at the 
ball of the thumb. If large and full it 
denotes health and a great love of the 
opposite sex. If small and flat, poor 
health and little passion. 

The Mount of Jupiter is at the base 
/of the first finger. According to its 
fullness it denotes love of power, pride, 
ambition, and enthusiasm. 

The Mount of Saturn is at the base 
of the middle finger and denotes pru- 
| dence, love of quiet, earnestness, re- 
| ligion. If much marked by cross lines 


| —melancholy. 

| The Mount of Apollo is at the base 
| of the third finger. It indicates a great 
|love of beauty, and, if marked with 
| one clear, strong, vertical line, prom- 
| jses success in some branch of art, 
| music, painting, literature, or poetry. 
| The Mount of Mercury at the base 
| of the little finger denotes love of 
travel, excitement, wit, and business 
ability—a capable person. If too large, 
an unscrupulous love of gain. 

The Mount of Mars lies beneath the 
Mount of Jupiter and inside the life 
line. It denotes courage, but if too 
large, a quarrelsome disposition. 

The Mount of Luna lies opposite the 
Mount of Venus, near the outer edge 
of the hand. It indicates imagination 
and love of water. Lines on this 
mount indicate a born traveler. 


Seven Lines of Importance. 

There are seven lines of importance 
in the hand. 

The line of Life encircles the thumb, 
beginning at the edge of the hand 
under the Mount of Jupiter and curv- 
ing down to the wrist. It should be 
long and deep, without breaks or 
crosses, to denote health and long life. 
If it be made up of little broken lines, 
it shows ill health. When it becomes 
even again, the health returns. If 
broken in one hand, illness is shown; if 
in both, fatal illness, unless the two 
ends lap, in which case it denotes a 
change of residence to another coun- 
try. When united for quite a dis- 
tance with the head line, it denotes a 
sensitive, timid, overcautious nature. 
When widely separated, it shows rash, 
foolhardy self-confidence. Should the: 
Life line divide at the end into a fork, 
it shows the probability of dying in a 
distant country. If it is much frayed 
out at the ends, it denotes a tendency 
to nerve troubles. 

The .Head line stretches right 
across the hand from the head of the 
Life line, which it often touches, to 
the outside, or percussion of the hand. 
The straighter this line is, the more 
practical the possessor will be. The 
more it slopes downward toward the 
Mount of Luna, the more imagination 
he will possess. If too short, it in- 
dieates lack of brain power and no 
imagination. When it is broken in 
two on both hands, it foretells some 
accident to the head.

The line of the Heart also crosses 
the hand between the Head line and 
the base of the fingers.

The Fate line is in the center of the 
palm, running from the wrist, or near 
it, to the base of the middle finger. 
The longer and clearer this Fate line, 
the greater good fortune for the pos- 
sessor unless it should run right into 
the middle finger; when his success 
would topple, eventually.

Our ewn big Webster gives more 
than one definition for simnel as “a 
kind of rich plum cake, especially for 
Mid-Lent Sunday.” The New Zealand 
recipe certainly gives us a rich plum 
cake, and because currants and al- 
monds are heavy for their bulk. this 
cake Weighs down well. One of the 
great cooking demonstrators happenen 
to be tn our kitchen when the cake 
Came out of the oven. and she was 
rather ecstatic about its aroma. 


Almond Simne!l Cake. 

The following is the New Zealand 
recipe with some slight: variations to 
suit our American cooks, who do not 
use scales to any extent in measuring 
ingredients for cooking, while the covks 
of almost al) other highly civilized 
nations do: Five ezxgs, one cup of but- 
ter, two cups of flour, one-half cup of 
lemon peel, one cup of sugar, one-half 
teaspoon of nutmeg, three-fourths of 
@ pound of currants. ° For almond 
paste used six ounces of ground al- 
monds, two eggs, one cup of powdered 
sugar, five drops of almond essence. 
Mix this toa paste and roll out In 
testing this out put together the cake 
batter like a pound cake, breaking eggs 
into five different cups, creaming the 
butter and working the sugar into it, 
then adding the eggs, one by one, and 
working them in with the hand, work- 
ing each until all of the yolk was lost 
to sight, and then working in the 
flour, adding currants and grated lem- 
on rind. The only directions in the 
original] recipe were: 

“Put a layer. of almond paste in a 
cake tin, lined with well buttered pa- 
per. Then put in half of the cake 
mixture, then another layer of the 
almond paste, then the rest of the 
cake mixture on top, Bake in a mod- 
erate oven. Ice the top with more 
almond paste, made as before, but us’ 
ing only the whites of the eggs. Orna- 
ment to taste with white icing, etc.” 

We baked this in a spring mold and 
got a cake that looked like a cushion, 
Plainly dotted all over with the cur- 
rants and so extremely English look- 
ing. Probably our interpretation of 
“ moderate oven” was not quite right. 
It would undoubtedly be best to bake 
this for an hour and a half at about 
300 degrees, but it would not look 
quite so much like a cushion 60. 


Preparing Almonds. 

The Europeans have no end of ai- 
mond cakes, every country its special- 
ties, and from there comes an almond 
grater which will grate almonds with- 
out the risk of their olling. Lf we use 
the food chopper we have to use water 
or some. essence. Mrs. Glasse nearly 
200 years ago gave directions which 
are perfectly good today. She gave 
these in a recipe headed, “How to 
Make Finé Almond Cakes.” “Take a 
pound of Jordan almonds, blanch them, 
beat them very fine with a littie orange- 
flower water to keep them from oiling; 
then take a pound and a quart of 
fine sugar, boil it to a candy height: 
tien put in your almonds; then take 
two fresh temors, grate off the rind 
very thin, and put as much tuice as to 
make it of a quick taste; then put it 
into your glasses, and set it into your 
stove, stirring them often, that they 
do not candy: so when it is a little dry, 
put it into little cakes and sheets of 
glass to dry.” 

A Raised Dough Simnel. 

From some of the old sources it 
would seem that a raised dough cake, 
and one far less rich than one with 
almonds, is all right for a simne! cake. 
You can find from some of the old 
books that home cooks bought rvie4d 
dough from the bakers and added 
sweetening and either fruit to make it 
a fruit cake, or seeds to make it a 
seed cake. (There seems to be a re- 

vival .of -the seed cake, just now.) A 
recipe we have ere now recommended 
tor this is: One cup of bread sponge, 
one-fourth cup of butter, one cup cf 
sugar, two eggs, one cup of four. one- 
half teaspoon of soda dissolved in one 
tablespoon of milk, one-half cup of 
raisins or other dried fruit, spices or

A Big and Shrinkless, Sponge Cake. 

Because we are interested in what 
may be “sure fire” 
recipes, we recently teck two which 
had been sent in to another newspaper 
by different women. The one contain- 
ing five eggs, and for which the cup 
of sugar was dissolved in three table 
spoons of water, did not make a good 
showing as compared with the follow- 
ing, which gave us an even bigger cake 
than the other people who tested it 
got, who said: 
without being soggy. and. was as the 
contributor affirmed, better the second 
or third day than the first.” Yes, it 
was excellent the third day, and also 
excellent to toast for afternoon tea 
purposes. Our cake was 10 inches 
acr and three inches and a half 
high—an unusually large enna, con- 
sidering everything. 

The recipe for this is: Four eggs, 
separated; one cup of boiling water. 
two cups of sugar: two and one-half 
cups of floyr; one and one-fourth tea- 
spoons of baking powder: one-half tea- 
spoon of vanilla. Beat the egg yol'<s 
until lemon colored, add the cup of 
boiling water slowly, beating con- 
stantly and adding sugar, a little at a 
time. Sift the flour with baking pow- 
der and stir into the mixture. Add 
vanilla. Bedt the: egg whites quite 
stiff and fold them into the’ mixture 
last of all. Turn inte an ungreased 
tube pan and bake in 8 slow oven for 
one hour, having the oven at 300 de 
grees for the first half hour. and 860 
for the last half hour. Here is where 
the cook may have trouble, since it is 
easier to lower temperatures than to 
raise them with any exactness. so 
probably a good effect could be had by 
raising the heat less, and baking the 
cake for a longer time. If the oven 
is too hot the top may crack. With 
an uncooked icing—egsg white and ten- 
fectioner’s sugar—thie cake wil] keep 
for a week or longer, and so will make 
a goog present. 

Another Description of Simneis, 

As a proof that the simnels varied 
widely, we quote this ancient descrip 
tions: “They are raised cakes, the. 
crust of which is made of fine flour 
and water, *with sufficient saffron to 
give it a deep yellow color. The in- 
terior is filled with the materials of 
a fich plum cake, with plenty ofj.can- 
died lemon pee] and other good things. 
They are made up extremely stiff. tied 
in a cloth. and boiled for'severa! hours, 
after which they are brushed over 
with egg and then baked. When ready 
for sale the crust is as hard as if 
made of wood, a circumstance which 
has given rise to varioug stories of 
the manner in which they have been 
treated by persons to whom they were 
sent as presents. {A man boiled his 
to soften it, and a lady took hers for 
uw» foot stool!] They are made of dif- 
ferent sizes. and. #38 may he wapnened | * 


“The cake was moist .” 


Because some of the Lenten prohibi- 
tions of the past were extremely rigor- 
ous—fats, including butter, and cream, 
and eggs were forbidden, while fruit 
was scarce—we tried out, a few years 
ago, the following bread which seemed 
to be the most agreeably flavored of 
any we could make, and gave off a 
pleasanter aroma when toasted. How- 
ever, it is made by just the ordinary 


sponge cake J'rench bread method: Weigh out a 


pound of flour and sift it into a large 
bowl. Boil one cup of water and when 
it has cooled to tepid pour it over one 
condensed yeast cake and stir the two 
until the yeast is completely mixed 
with the water. Then pour this into 
a crater made in the flour in the bowl, 
and stir in, or gather, the flour into 
it slowly, or a little at a time, that is. 
gradually incorporate ” as the bakers 
say, until all the flour has been mixed 
in and the batter is of even texture. 
Set to rise like any sponge. it will 
take a little longer for it to rise than, 
it takés those which have some sugar. 
for the yeast to act quickly on. When 
it has doubled in size stir it down and 
let it rise again. To finish, or make 
the dough from this sponge, add an- 
other cup of boiled and cooled water, 
in which has been dissolved one tea- 
spoon of salt. Have sifted another 
pound of flour and work this into the 
diluted sponge, stirring at first and 
then kneading. After it has been well 
kneaded let it rise to doubje size, then 
make into loaves or into any shape you 
choose, and finish like any bread.

Such arguments, perhaps, are powerful in Tennessee, but 
as for me, I can only say that they leave me undissuaded. I 
still believe that my chance and cagual remarks were appo- 


site and sound. More, I am confirmel in that belief by the 


yells and tall talk that greeted them. For one of the best 
ways to test the enlightenment of a state, I believe, is to look 
at its newspapers. If they are well informed and sensible, if 
they see what is in front of them clearly and discuss it hon- 
estly and courageously, then you will find a general interest 
in ideas and a disposition to hear new onés, as well as old 
ones. But if they are ignorant and bellicése, if they seek 
to put down discontent and heresy with the weapons of the 
professional] patriot and hedge evangelist, then you will find 


only idiocy. 

There was a time when most of the southern states were 
cursed by newspapers of the latter type. It was a time of 
intellectual stagnation, of depressing dullness, and _§ sioth. 
There arose eventually, usually against great opposition, 
papers of a different and better sort—and wherever they 
arose, that part of the south was roused from its long sleep. 
It is the misfortune of Tennessee that other southern states 
have gone ahead of it in this matter. It has one or two 
excellent papers, but the level of its state press is very low. 
Thus the anti-evolution law crept upon it, and the Scopes 
trial. And thus its very name is a hissing and a mocking 
today from pole to pole. 

f * 

There is a moral in all this for other states, and I believe 
that not a few gre well aware of if. That moral is to the 
general effect that it is extremely dangerous to seek to dis- 
pose of evils by denying that they exist and by denouncing 
those who call attention to them. The barbarous ignorance 
that came to its final flower in the anti-evolution law had 
been visible in Tennessee for a long while—in L gfact, since 
before the civil war, The educationa! machinery of the state 
was defective. Its chief political offices were held by igno- 
ramusés, chiefly out of the poor white trash. The people 
of its uplands, in so far as they came into contact with 
ideas at all, had to take them from rustic pastors, themselves 
on all fours intellectually with city street car ¢onductors. The 
gods worshiped were such gretesque mountebanks as the 
late William Jennings Bryan. 

Those Tenfiesseeans who were educated and in contact 
with the rest of the world were not unaware of these things. 
They deplored the backwardness of the state and suggested 
remedies. They proposed that the ruling political charlatans 
be turned cut and decent and competent men put in. They 
opposed the imbecile voodoism of the bucolic theologians. 


But"to what effect? To the sole effect that they; were them: 


selves denounced raucously by the staté press. Their dis- 
content with the swinishness about them, it appeared, was 
unpatriotic and hence abominable. It was their duty, as good 
Tennesseeans, to declare. that all was well and give three 
cheers. Anything short of that was treason. 

The consequences of this nonsense are now known to 
every one. Abused beyond endurance, the civilized Tennes- 
seeans took refuge in silence, and so the hf! billies and their 
pastors had their way: There ensued the ludicrous attempt 
to put down learning by law. There ensued the Scopés ob 
scenity with Tennessee all over the first pages of the world. 
And there ensued, finally, the emergence of Tennessee as a 
joke state, laughed at even by Haitians and Dominicans. 

at * 

When I argue that all this might have been prevented by 
an intelligent and courageous press I do not indulge in mere 
speculation, for it has been prevented by an intelligent and 
courageous press elsewhere. But wherever the press is 
inferior—as in Mississippi, for example—the same thing is 
being repeated. Worse, it seems likely to be repeated in Ten- 
nessee itself. For the hill billies and their pastors, not con- 
tent with the Scopes trial, now propose to set up a Bryan 
Fundamentalist university at Dayton—i. e.: an immense 
engine for putting down intelligence, deliberately and relent- 
lessly—and the state newspapers, far from opposing the 
scheme as an insult, appear to welcome it as a boon. 

What will be the net effect upon the state, imagining this 
bizarre institution actually set up and in full function? Ob 
viously that effect will be disastrous. 
and half wits will swarm in, and all the surviving members 
of the enlightened minority will get out. The state will 
become a sort of Holy Land for imbeciles, and their imbecil- 
ity will color all its laws and the whole fabric of its govern- 
ment. If{s governor, Peay, seems an absurd fellow today, 
witli his toadying to the ignorant and his shameless defense 
of the anti-evolution law. But if the Bryanites pour in they 
will be giving all the state offices presently to jackasses ten 
times worse than Peay. a 

The end is easy to discern. The very name of Tennes- | 
see will become a jest. Its more intelligent sons—and it still | 
has plenty of good blood—will move out, and, having moved | 
out, they will be anything but eager to let it be known where 
they came from. At home there will be no opposition to the 
fundamentalists and their meron followers. Journalism ir. 
the state, flattering the mob as it dees now, will become a 
mere conspiracy against sense—puerile, without dignity, and 
preposterous. 

s s 

The point is that nothing is more imprudent than trying 
to, put down facts by denying them. They have a habit of 
Dreaking through even the most violent denial and of taking 
on force in the process. The more they are opposed the more 
dangerous they become. The way to deal with them is to meet 
them frankly and squarely. Once they are clearly under- 
stood, it is possible to dea] with them effectively. But so 
long as they are concealed and obscured there is no dealing 
with them at all. t 

Herein lieg the prime value of free speech. It makes 
concealment difficult and, in the long run, impossible. One 
heretic, if he is right, is as good as a host. He is bound to 
win in the long run. It is thus no wonder that foes of the 
enlightenment always begin their proceedings by trying to 
deny free speech to their opponents. It is dangerous to them,

Discussing Ways and Means. 

Both churchmen and theater men were convinced it was 
possible for them to werk together, but none:seemed to have 
a clear idea of how they should go about effecting a practical 
and helpful codperation. The churchmen, I gathered, had 
wisely decided that the direct attack upon the vile and vulgar 
plays had proved ineffective. They also were agreed that 
obviously the greatest service they could render the cleaner 
dramatists was to support clean plays. But it appeared 
| equally.plain to them that to discover the clean plays would 
involve a lot of playgoing and a considerable amount of dis- 
cussion as to which play should be approved. It was easy to 
see they were still a little suspicious of the theater, and 
fearful of being drawn into indorsements that would prove 
undignified or stir up unpleasant controversy. 

It was Mr. Pollock's idea that any organization that rep- 
resents 20,000,000 of the best citizens of the country could 
guarantee the success of clean plays by working for their sup- 
port. This would automatically encourage the writing and 
producing of other clean plays. Organized support of the 
good, insisted the playwfight, will get rid of the evil. Which 
is one of those perfectly sound theories that never quite works 
out in fact. The federal council of churches, itself, stands as 
an example. It has for years given organized support to all 
that is worthiest in civic life. Yet the forces of <¢vil are still 


strong. 
* 


Classified List Might Help. 

This much the churchmen can do, however. They can 
organize the publication of such a white list as the Catholic 
church indorses and give their meabers a chance to support 
that which is worthiest in current entertainment. 

To help the brothers, I dissected the list of sixty odd 
plays now being shown in the loca] theaters, and classified 
them. There are, I found, thirty-six or thirty- seven énter- 
tainments te which any.man, churchinan or,jayman, can send 
his sainted aunt and have no fear-for her’sainthood. Many of 
these pure entertainments will bore her, but none will do her 
harm. There are thirteen or fourteen plays that I place in a 
gray or spotted list—plays, certain scenes of which would 
offend any honest churchman. And then there are ten that 
are either scarlet or black or both, about the evil of which 
there can be no.question. 

Of the thirty-seven clean shows, I can count only five 
established popular hits, and these are all musical, In the 
gray list, five out of fourteen are better than fairly successful. 
And six of the ten black and scarlet plays are playing to the 
virtual capacity of their respective theaters.

Showing Up Show Folk. 

Actors are seldom more unconvincing than they are when 
they are playing actors. Which is one reason I have little 
hope for “ The Trouper,” a fomance of the show folk written 
by the Nugents and tried this week at the 52d street theater.

It is my observation that the attorney for the defense 
in criminal practice invariably believes his client to be guilty. 
A noted jury-pleader in Philadelphia told me, as a reply to 
my expressed wonder why he did not retire on his great 
wealth while he was still young enough to get some joy out 
of life, that he was fascinated by the endless procession of 
the guilty who formed his shifting clientéle. “ Looking back 
through twenty-two years of practice,” he said, “I recall no 
client in whose innocence I had a personal belief. . Some of 
them have hampered me by telling me too much of the 
truth, making it necessary that I fight against myself in 
their behalf, Others have hampered me by telling me too 
little, if any, of the truth.” . . . And this and much else 
that he told me moved me to ask him the same question 


which the hero of “ Accused” asks himself and his kin over - 


and over in Acts I and IIl—if an attorney were not both 
dishonorable and morally particeps criminis in asserting his 
belief in the innocence of a man he knows to be guilty of 
the especial crime. He answered: 

“If a lawyer feel that way abodt it, he has no business in 
criminal practice.

Bdward W. Bok rises in Collier's to 
protest against the type of song that 
occurs in community singing. He 
singles out “The Battle Hymn of the 
Republic,” “Onward, Christian Sol- 
diers,”” and “‘Lord God, Our Battle 
Host,” for special disapproval because 
of their glorification of the destructive 
force of war, and thinks that “the 
song that we pass on to our children 
should breathe forth the new spirit of 
peace,” 

He explains, “‘The song is a power- 
ful factor in the shaping of public 
opinion, and the time is here when 
clergymen, song leaders, choir masters, 
committees in charge of public meet- 
ings, and the makers of song books 
should closely scrutinize the senti- 
ment expressed in the songs which 
they indicate for singing.” 

One suspects Mr. Bok of being an 


“foptimist. He evidently believes that 


the group he names will have some in- 
fluence in directing popular lyric 
taste. He should have observed what 
happened during the war, when .song 
leaders wrought valiantly to teach 
the soldiers and sailors songs full of 
the most exemplary and high minded 
sentiments, and then the soldiers and 
sailors chose their own.
